THE GALLEYS. 


JIUMANU L'UXISUMLNT EMI'LOYIiD ONCE 1!2 THE 


jr'iiiiNcii covEiiifMENT. 
A French Protestant, who, oil account of 


hi.s religion, served ten years in the galleys 
at Dunkirk, and was finally released at tho 
instance of Queen Anne of England, wrote 
an aucount of his servitude (1700 to 3710), 
and of gallery shivery in general. From 
this old volume wo learn that an ordinary 
galley was about 0110 hundred and fifty feet 
lung mid fully feet wide. Sho was provided 
with umstsiiud sails uud fifty rowers' benches 
twenty five oh tach Kidt;, and was armed 
with five eimnon, all of which .wore placed 
in the forward part of the galley. The oars 
were thirty feet loug, thirty seven feet with- 
out and thirteen feet long within tho galley. 
Between tho benchen there was n passage 
way three feet wide. Tho handling of the 
oars was very hard work. Each rower stood 
with one foot on his own bench and tlio 
other on the bench before him, then he 
reached as for forward as possible, raising 


oar and dipping it in tho water, theu ho 


[caned buck, with his foot braced, until bo 
came tlov.-u on his own bench. If these 
movements were not made with regularity, 
•he rowers were in danger of hitting their 
:ieada on the oars before thorn. 
The narrator Bays that this labor was some- 
Juies exacted for twenty four consecutive 
lours, which, however seems too much for 
umau endurance. 
At some times, he says, 


a piece of bread soaked in wine was, at in- 
.ervalK, put into their mouths. 
If one of 


,ho rowers gave out, he was beaten as long 
is there were any signs of life in him, and 
,heu, without further ceremony, ho was 
.brown overboard. 
Their daily faro con- 


sisted of bread and beans: their dress, of ft 
•ihirt, breeches, red stockings and cop and aa 
>louso, all of the coarsest material. 
So 


ong as the galley was under way no one 
tas allowed to sleep: if she lay at anchor or 
u a harbor, the rowers crouched down be- 
weeu their benches and wlept. 
In Winter, 


vheu tho galley was dismantled, their only 
jed was a board. At this season of the year 
hey were variously employed and never al- 
owed to be idle. If any one of note visit- 
id the galleys tho convicts were put through 
a series of manoeuvres as humiliating as they 
vcre ridiculous. 


At tho first sound of the whistle—a 
histle was used in commanding them, as . 
ho trumpet is in. commanding dragoons-— 
hoy all laid aside their caps, at the second 
heir blouses, at the third their shirts, when 
hey were ready for the farce to begin. 
At 


a given signal they now lay down between 
heir benches so that no QUO could be .seen, 
hem, at given signals, they showed, first, a 
inger above tho benches, then an arm, then 
he head, and so oii, until they stood each 
u his place, when they wore put through n 
miety of manoeuvres, better calculated to 
lisgust than to amuse the spectator. 


The punishment usually inflicted was tho 


lasticado. The unfortunate, after being 
tripped to the waist, was maile to Ho down 
flat, wliile two galley slaves held his hands 
,ud two his feet, aud another laid on. the 
ilows. The latter was also stripped, and be. 
itnd him stood tho captain also with a basti- 
nado in his hand, which he used on the 
jack of the executioner if ho showed any 
ispositiou to spare the criminal. After tho 
onth or twelfth blow the culprit was al- 
most always speechless and motionless: still

SIR:—"With your iudulgoiK'O I will nuike a 


few more brief remarks on tho subject of 
church taxation. In my former article, I 
believe that I made itclear to every unbiased 
mind, that tho state has no just right to 
the taxes on church property, on the 
reasonable ground, in the first place, that it 
yields no income, aud cannot therefore bo 
placed in tho same category with business 
property, and is doing an indiepeusiblo 
work for the well ordering of society gratui- 
tously, there!)}' decreasing tho taxes one 
hundred .per . cent. This decrease seems 
to bo a marvel in tho mind of your corres- 
pondent Civis, ho nskn very quaintly, in 
that event, how much would be left for the 
government to pay. 
If lie would enquire 


how much additional taxes would bo neces- 
sary to keep order in society, in tho absence 
of the churches, ho would no doubt be re- 
lieved of -his difficulty. 
In order to give 


him some data on which to base his statis- 
tics, I would refer him to tho history of 
France in ITllo during the reign of terror 
when the churches wero closed and tho sab- 
bath abolished, and wickednes-, too horrible 
to relate, prevailed. 
Perhaps this may lead 


him to form tho true value, of tho church 
and its influence in society. 


I-would suggest to all who havo overlooked 


these important lessons, 
that they read 


carefully this history. It 
will no doubt 


correct many falsa notions of tho union of 
church and stato, nud mako thorn value and 
prize the church and tho Biblo more dearly 
than ever before. 
The Bible is the bulwark 


of our libortios. Our government is found- 
ed upon its principles. 
If wo iorsnko its 


moorings aud launch out into tho sea of in- 
fidelity, wo Would inevitably eharo tho 
fate as .infidel France, when ovory effort 
was nmdo to extinguish tho light uf divine 
truth.

ENDOWMENTS CTUTKilKEU. 
President Eliot, of ilarviml College, im- 


proved tho opportunity offered by In's ad- 
dress on tho 'Young MOM'S Christian Union 
anniversary to express his opposition to the 
proposal to tax church property, including 
also other classes of endowment property. 
His argument does not read Ulce his former 
ono against tho establishment of a national 
University, which was fed from the largest 
thoughts ou tho freest action of tho people. 
Now ho urges that, as tho state owes such a 
debt to tho church, it ought iu return to 
eionipt all forms of tho property of the 
latter from taxation;.and inasmuch ay to tho 
church wo are indebted for schools, educa- 
tional institutions should remain intact from 
the tftx levy. - Tho argument is sentimental 
more than rational, albeit tho sentiment is 
tho strong ono of an educated and elevated 
mind, which cannot break through, the 
trammels of traditional reverence to get at 
tho rugged desiro of all men for nn equal 
distribution, of burdens and privileges to- 
gether. When President Eliot hints of a do- 
cay of popular respect for religion and edu- 
cation, becauso of tho demand that each 
shall be self-sustaining, ho obviously con- 
fesses his fears .that both . require the pro- 
tection of tho state in order to perpetuate 
their vigor. "When ho dreads tho centraliza- 
tion of power as tho alternative of tho re- 
c[uirement that 
all kinds of property shall 


bo taxed alike, it must bo becauso ho regards 
favoritism as tho best protection, and allows 
reverence to get tho bettor of a living sense 
of equality. It is no argument against the 
taxation of churches and universities that 
they are entitled to exemption for the good 
they have done. That very good it is not 
impossible., to direct into selfish channels. 


No piip who advocates equal taxation can 


bo justly charged with Itmk of respect- for
